The question is of immense signi- 


ficance for all Europe, because if we 
are wrong jn believing- that we are 
now at pt-uce, it is quite clear that 
we are not groins tho right way to im- 
prove the conditions that are troubling 
tho world today. 
Before the war, It was 
estimated 
that in normal circumstances Europe 
heUi three and a half million men un- 
der arms. 
This figure representing 


the total p«ace establishment of the 
Powers, great and small 


_U 
present there are four and a 


half million men under arms in Eu- 
rope, and the withdrawal of so many 
able bodied peopls from production 
mu=t constitute a very serious loss 
to tho race at larg", while certainly 
inconsistent with the popular belief 
th;it peace reigns. 


In 11)13 the whole world was en- 
gaged actively in commerce; fortunes 
were- being 'made, large reserves of 
capital anu material were in course 
of accumulation. 
Today a very large proportion of 


the people of Europe are out of busi- 
ness; in this country alone some two 
millions are unemployed. 
To add 
10 the troubles of Europe, taxation 
has reached heights that would have 
been deemed fantastic less than ten 
y*ars ago, and every country has to 
make large provision for those, who, 
as a result of the war, are no longer 
in the physical condition to support 
themselves. 
Today we find that the produce of 
certain" countries is being kept from 
free circulation by restrictions of un- 
exampled severity, while the depreci- 
ation of currency is so severe that, 
without restrictions, the countries in 
the best financial position would be 
reduced to the level or below the lev- 
el ,of the rest. 
Russian Contrast. 


Ten years ago Russia might have 


claimed without exaggeration to be 
the granary of Europe. 
Today mill- 


ions of Russians, men. women and 
children alike, have died of starva- 
tion. 
, 
Beltore 1914, commerce, and rea- 


sonable interchange of commodities, 
was possible even between countries 
which had reason for an attitude of 
mutual suspicion, but today this com- 
mercial interchange has, to a large ex- 
tent .ceased.

Europe Still Asleep 
To that question, the suggested an- 


swer is, that Europe has failed to rea- 
iize her own essentiol unity.

still act and talk as though each great 
power, to say nothing of those tnat 
are not great, were self-contruned. 
complete, remnant a 
law to 
its'-ll. 
Here we find a remnant of mediae- 
val thinking. 
In the days before steam and elec- 


tricity and interchange between all 
parts of the earth, a nation was com- 
pelled to be self-sufficing, not only n 
its external but in its internal aspects. 


It was left to the well made roads, 
the wheeled-\chicles, the sailing bhipr-, 
th steam, engine an dtho 
factor 
to 
bring about new conditions, and tin 
equipment gave its stimulus to travrl 
and the- opening up of foreign mar- 
kets. A vast but delicate fabric 
01 
commerce was built up. and served tu 
unite nations that still had widely div- 
ergent interests, aims and ideals. 
With the coming of these now con- 


ditions, the world approached the first 
beginning of brotherhood, a brother- 
hood 
association ^ naturally enough 
with jealousies, suspicions,

and even quarrels, because the world 
brotherhood was at ihe nursery stage. 
But. whatever the cau.-es of the quar- 
rel the value of th" commercial fabric 
was recognized 1'" '-no and all b'- 
cause as it grew, th • : •quiremonts and 
the refinements oi ,..

even the very poor of any European 
country depended for part'their daily

So accustomed had we grown 
to these conditions that we learned 
to look upon them as something as 
certain as seed-time and harvest. Just 
as man created he may destroy. The 
comparative failure of four years of 
war to put an end to the previous 
status, has engendered over-confidence 
and today, although the whole foun- 
dation of civilization in its commer- 
cial aspect is shaken, people still fail 
to realize that the danger can be avert- 
ed only by the united efforts of every 
nation that has contributed to the 
building up of the common good. 
The Real JDanscr 
It is this failure of vision that con- 


stitutes real danger, the real menace 
not only to Europe but to civilization 
itself, and justifies the inference that 
peace has not yet been attained. 
There is only one path to pence ana 


it is a nath to which every nation, 
whether victorious or defeated in tho 
-Treat struggle, must direct ius steps 
that path lead directly to reconcilia- 
tion, to united effort, and to recogni- 
•ion of the unity of Europe. 
"ft e can- 
not afford to let Russia starve or Ger- 
manv go bankrupt, because quite 
-.part from all higher motives and con- 
sideration for 
human 
brotherhood, 


Eu'-ope needs the best efforts of one 
and all to restore her terrible losses. 
If we recard the situation in thi? 


H°-ht it will be seen that we can no 
longer afford to deal yith what has 
become a- world problem in terms of 
victors and vanquished. 
A bigger 


out-look is demanded from Europe s 
statesmen in the first instance, 
and 
secondly from the leaders of public 
opinion; and the most hopeful sign of 
the times is that the rank and file, 
and simple well meaning folk, are 
begining to recognize the facts of the 
case.
